Large Numbers of Allies Victims 
of German Fire About Ypres— 
Many Have Never Been Hit. “ 


SOUTHAMPTON, Dec. 10.—Large 
numbers of soidiers who have lain for 
weeks under German fire tn the trenches 
about Ypres have become insane or-vic- 
times of nervous prostration. 

The insanity wards in the big goverh- 
ment hospital at Netley are filled to over- 
flowing, and many patients have been 
sent back to England for treatment. Most 

of the cases show cecided improvement 
as soon as the men get into new surround. 
ings and have quiet. 

An amazing number of invalided sol- 
diers have not been touched by a bullet 
or a shell and show no physical signs of 
disability. Some of the most desper 
cases are men who were terribly shock 
by shells which exploded near them. 

Physicians send such patients away 
from hospitals as soon as possible that 
they may be more free from military 
surroundings and reminded less frequent- 
ly of their experiences in the field.

New York, Dec. 19.—Servia's eucceseful 
counter-offensive against Austria, and 
the situation in Hungary which led up 
to it, not only are the most important 
war developments of the week, but also 
are among the most significant occur- 
rences in the east since hostilities began. 
Servia’s military recuperation, which 
caused so much mystery at its commence- 
ment, is now seen to have resulted from 
the Russian campaign in Hungary. Little 


attention has been paid to Slay move- 


ments across the Carpathian mountains, 
except among the Hungarians them- 
selves, who ‘apparently were greatly 
alarmed by the Russian raiders. 

Appeals were made by the Hungarians 
for protection of their territory, but the 
plans of the German and Austrian general 
staffs had not been drawn with this sub- 
sidiary objective in view. Calls for assist- 
ance from Budapest seem to have been 
disregarded until a revolutionary spirit 
began to develop. 


Take Troops from Servia. 
This spirit of rebellion apparently 
forced a withdrawal of Austrian troops 
from Servia for the defense of Hungary. 
The Austrians remaining in Servia were 


ltoo weak to continue the campaign 


against the Serbs and were routed with 
large losscs. 

At the same time the Ruogsians were 
driven out of Hungary and Hungarian 
fears have been quicted at the cost ot 
disaster in Servie.” Though the week has 
geen the Slave retreat to the north of the 
Carpathians, Russia has accomplished 


the purpose of her Hungarian demonstra- 


tion by liberating Servia.

Joel A, Johnson of Berwyn, who was 
carrying a package of motion picture films 
on a Burlington smoking car which 
caught fire near Kedzie avenue on Nov. 
24, testified yesterday at the inquestsinto 
the deaths of Mayor Henry 8. Rich and 
Frank L. Poultney of Benwyn, Mr. John- 
son denied that the film caused the fire 
and panic in which some thirty persons

He testified that he had placed the pack- 
age on the floor of the coach between the 
backs of two seats and was standing in | 
the aisle when he first saw the flames.

His Arms Burned. 

“There were four reels of films,” said |

Children in City, Says Repot 


More than 3,000 mentally defective chil- 
dren were found in Chicago by the Juve- 
nile Protective association, which is just 
completing an investigation regarding 
subnormal children, Mrs. Gertrude Howe 
Britton, superintendent of the associa- 
tion, has estimated that there are at least 
6,000 subnormal children in Chicago. 
The investigators of the association 
have gone into the records of the public 
schools, the Juvenile court, the school for 
feeble minded at Lincoln, IIll., the county 
agent, the United Charities, the Visiting 
Nurse association, and its own. The in- 
vestigation was in charge of John Ran- 
som. 

Over 2,000 of the cases investi gated were 
children who have attended the ‘subnor- 
mal rooms of the public schools during 
the last fourteen years. It was found 
that the average length of time epent in 
the subnormal rooms was lees than a 
year. The reasons for leaving varied. 


Sometimes the children were 14 years of 
age and left to go to work. Sometimes 
they were returned to the regu‘ar rooms. 
Many were absolutely unteachable and 
were excluded from the schools. 


150° Incapable of Learning. 

Mr. Ransom found about 10 of the lat- 
ter class. They have almost no care 
whatever. Their parents do not feel the 
need of atnding them to an institution 
and they are growing up with no training 
or education. 

Of 1,060 children who had attended the 
public schools, only two out of every nine 
were girls. In the other groups studied 
the pcreentage of girls was not so smail, 
although in every cage there were more 
boys than girls. The subnormals who 
were working were found to be occupying 
the lowest grade positions, whcre the pay 
was the smallest and ‘the need of skill 
the least. - 

It was found that at the school and 
colony for feeble minded at Lincoln, IL, 
there were 625 children from Cook coun- 
ty. The capacity of the institution Is 
1,600, The records show that during the

Too Far Away from Lincoln, 

The investigators found 145 of these 
living in Chicago at present.

Bad Condition at Boys’ School. 

Prof. Robert H. Gault of Northwestern 
university reported to the council crime 
commission yesterday that a “ deplorable 
condition "’ exists at the John Worthy 
school for delinquent boys.. Prof. Gault 
concluded from his tnmvestigation that 
nearly 50 per cent are feebleminded and 
89 per cent suffer from infectious dis- 
eases that. will be a menace to public 
health when the boys are released. A 
large percentage of these boys are likely 
to become hardened criminals, according 
to Prof. Gault. He recommends their 
segregation until a staff of experts de- 
cides which ones can be set free without 
endangering the safety and health of the 
public.

HUMAN INTERFERENCE WITH 
NATURE. 

Dr. Flexner of the Rockefeller Institute for Med- 
ieal Research is reported to have said, out of a re- 
fiective mood temporarily divorced from the intensity 
of his life's work, that occasionally be doubted the 

wisdom of his interference with genetics. 

Genetics is the science of natural progress un- 
affected by the interference of man. Dr. Flexner 
has interfered. With the opportunities opened by 
the great resources of the Kockefeller institute he 
has interfered in behalf of the hookworm victims in 
the south, in behalf of the vjctims of spinal mevin- 
gitis, etc., etc., interfering to save the weak from 
their weakness, to keep them from destruction and 
give thew ‘life. . 

The natural course of nature aa made short work 
of the weak. They go under. The strong survive. 
The strong reproduce themselves. The weak die out. 
Interference with nature preserves the weak beyond 
their natural span of life. There igs a temptation 
occasionally to consider the wisdom of the natural 
arrangement and doubt that of the human interfer- 
ence, cruel as is the one and humane, superficially, 
as is the other. | 

The temptation dissolves with the injection of the 
reflection that human life has been converted into a 
successful system of interference with nature which, 
in order to be successful, must be i. sistent om 
unremittent. 

Humans enter a tract of land which bas been rich 
in seed bearing weeds. The weeds have furnished 
food for birds.’ The birds obtain additional food 
from the insects found on trees. hey, being at- 
tracted by the weeds, serve the trees. Humans 
make a lawn of that weed patch. The birds seek 
. other pastures. The trees are left a’one to combat 
the insects. ; 

The interference with nature was started when 
human beings took the weed patch for a lawn. 


be protected and the humans must do it. Otherwise 
there is, in course of time, a bare spot on the earth 
where there was a grove. The humans spray the 
trees; they fight the gypsy moth; they coax the 
birds, by artificial inducements, to return. 


That interference was an inevitable consequence 
to the human desire to have a home. It stepped 
directly in upon genetics and it always must if 
humans are to live otherwise than as wolves in caves. 


‘The interference once started must be complete. 


It is argued against the destruction of tigers in 
India that since districts have been rid of beasts 
which occasionally carried off and ate a native the 
wild bogs have come in. The tigers, taking an occa-

sands of humans in peril. What was better, to have 
paid the occasional toll to the tiger or accept the 
constant destruction the wild hog makes? The

Dr. Flexner, of course, was not in reality die- 
turbed. It was merely a reflection out of an unusual 


mood. Great plagues frequently have been great 


civilizers, in. the sense that they devastated a land 


occupied by the weak and ineffective and gave it 
into the hands of the strowg and effective. Small- 
pox, tuberculosis, and liquor did’ as much as fire- 
arms to sweep this land free of nomadic, land 
wasting, ineffective natives and give it to static, 
land \using, effective whites. 

There was no interference with genetics on the 
part of the North American Indian. He took his 
chances, unaided. The weak died out. The stronger 
white, having already begun to interfere with nature, 
learned from generation to generation the lesson of 
more effective interference. 7 

There is no question whether interference is wise 
or not wise, It hag been the rule of human exist- 
ence. It cannot step in to destroy the balance of 
nature and then leave its work uncompleted.

been exasperated by the arrogance, absence of 
tact, and hectoring methods of the several hun- 
dred German officers agsociated with Gen. Liman 
von Sanders in training the Ottoman army. . 

The revolution is likely to be precipitated by 
any disaster to Ottoman arnis, and will result in 
the immediate inauguration by Turkey of nego- 
tiations for peace.

Of course the lower classes throughout the 
Ottoman empire are responding in a measure to 
Enver Pasha’s appeals to their Moslem fanatic- 
ism against the foreign’unbelievers. But all the 
educated element, the merchants, the land own- 
ers, the aristocracy, the members of the liberal 
professions, etc., are shrewd enough to perceive 
that Turkey has absolutely nothing to gain and 
everything to lose by having thrown in her lot 
with Germany against Great Britain, France, 


Russia, Servia, the other Balkan states, and prob- 


ably Italy. 

A determined effort will be made by the revo- 
tutionists as s00n as they accomplish their de- 
signs to save the sultan’s empire from complete 
destruction from that fate to which it has been 
committed by the corrupt Enver Pasha. 

I use the word corrupt advisedly in connection 
with Enver, for it is known that he has received 
such large amounts of money from the German 
government. through Gen. Liman von Sanders, as 
to keep him in wealth and luxury for the re- 
mainder of his days, no matter how great the 
misfortunes to which his country has been 
doomed by hig dishonesty. 

The fact 8 that Crown Prince Youssouf-Izzed- 
dine, Iike the feeble old sultan, and the larger 
and best molety of the people have all along been 
strongly in favor of Turkey remaining neutral! 


‘In the present war. 


Some weeks ago, just before the porte was 
precipitated into the fray, the crown prince in- 
vited all the members of the cabinet to a meet- 
ing at his palace for the purpose of still fur- 
ther emphasizing the neutrality of the empire. 
The ministers had all assembled, with the excep- 
tion of their colleague of the war department, 
when Enver Pasha suddenly appeared, accom- 
panied by Gen. Liman von Sanders. 

As the latter had not been invited, and as it 
| haa been understood that the meeting was re- 
stricted exclusively to the members of the cabt- 
net, and that its deliberations were to be secret 
the crown prince made no attempt to conceal his 
surprise and annoyance, though he did not then 
give voice to his protest.

The crown prince proceeded to express his 
deep satisfaction at the declaration by Turkey 
of her neutrality, giving his reasons. The grand 
vizier, the ministers of the interior, and of com- 
merce indorsed his views. But further diseus- 
sion. was interrupted by Enver, who aggressively 


i declared himself itn favor of Turkish Interven- 


tion tn behalf of Germany, and then called upon 
Gen. Liman von Sanders to explain how this 
would benefit the Ottoman empire. 

The crown prince declined to permit the gen- 
eral to speak, declaring he had no right to ex- 
press an opinion or to oppose the views of the 
heir to the throne and of its ministers. Enver 
retorted: that the general would speak as a 
Turkish and not as a German officer, to which 
the crown prince replied that Enver Pasha had 
no right to bring the general to the meeting. 
Then Enver tost his head and made an offensive 
remark, the crown prince vigorously reproach- 


ing him for his ipsolence.

Enver suddenly jump- 
ed up from his chair 


room, and beside him- 
self with fury put his 
hand on his revolver ip 
a threatening manner, 
without, however, draw 
ing it. Instantly tbe 
crown prince drew his 
own revolver and fired 
point blank at Enver 
three shots, one of 
which inflicted upon 
him a slight flesh wound 
in the thigh, while an- 
other struck Gen. Liman 
von Sanders Ti the shoulder, also a mere flesh 
wound. The ministers quickly surrounded the 
crown prince, while Gen. Liman von Sanders 


hustled Enver out of the room, the ministers re- 


maining some time longer with the crown prince. 

On the following day Enver took upon him- 
self, in conjunction with Djema! Pasha, the min- 
ister of marine, and Gen, von Sanders, to precip!i- 
tate those hostile measures against Russia, Great 
Britain, and France, which the grand vizier de- 
plored in his’ communications to the ambassa- 
dors of these powers before they demanded their 
passports, explaining the powerlessness of the 
cabinet and. of the government. 

The grand vizier and his colleagues etill re- 
main in office, because they hope in this way to 
be in a position at once to resume the direction 
of affairs and to sue for peace the moment that 
Enver Pasha is downed, and because they feel 
they are thus In a position to further the peace- 
ful policies of the crown prince and of the sultan. 

It may be asked why they have taken no méas- 
ures to arrest Enver and to have him hanged for 
treason. But the fact is he is always surrounded 
by a dozen or so subaltern officera and aids, who. 
do not hesitate to shoot, down any one who at- 
tempts to interfere with him.

portant points, it is lenient on others. 

Generally speaking, the tendency under 
exact information about contagious dis- 
eases has been toward greater liberty. 
For instance, before we knew about the 
diphtheria bacillus the quarantine period 
in diphtheria was forty days. At the 
presemt time a fair percentage of the 
cases of diphtheria can be released with 
safety at the end of a week.

The following are some of the essential 
points in the quarantine methods of the 
Chicago health department: 

DIPHTHERIA—Diphtheria is spread 
by those who are seriously sick, by those 
who are mildly sick with what they 
think is an ordinary sore throat, and by 
carriers who are not sick at all. 


The mildly sick cause more diphtheria 
than the violently sick.. Unauspected and | 


unguarded against, they go among well 


people, spreading the disease. Examina- 


tion of a culture from the throat is the 
only method of diagnosing these cases, 
The department of health makes exam- 
ination of throat cultures free of cost 
It has stations in police stations and drug 
stores scattered everywhere throughout 
the city. 
: a 

A hospital is provided for diphtheria, 
and every one with diphtheria is advised 
to go to that hospital. The death rate 
from diphtheria tn the hospital is much 
lower than among people at large. 
Some homes are so ged as to give 
proper care to the sick person and to 
protect the hvusehold against infection. 


In ease the home is overcrowded, or the 
diphtheria case is in a hotel, boarding 


house, or store, or any other place which 
does not permit of proper protection of 


the public, the department removes the 
sick one to the hospital ee of the 


wishes of the family. 
. 
It is good judgment to have the sick- 


room as free as possible from carpets, 


curtains, and furniture. No one is al- 


lowed to go into the sickroom except the 
attendant and doctor. No one is allowed 


to leave the sickroom until after he has 
washed his hands and face and changed 
the outer clothing, provided he has been 


in the sickroom more thanan hour. Even 


then the attendant must leave by an exit 
not used by other members of the family. 
He must keep away from busingss and 
stores and keep out of public places of 
assembly, 
~~ 
There is but one way to tell when quar- 


antine can be ilfted—that is by bacterio- 
logical examination of the throat. The 
throat may be full of diphtheria bacilli 
and yet look healthy. 


If two bacterio- 
logical examinations, made on different 
days, show no bacilli, the case is ready to 
be released. This may be tn three days 
or it may not be for three weeks. 
Disinfection ig done by formalin gas. 
For each cubic foot of air are used 7% 


drams of paraformaldehyde, 18 2-3 drams 


of potassium permanganate, and 3 ounces 
of hot water. All openings, doors, win- 
dows, and cracks are to be stripped with 
summed paper before the gas is liberated. 
Four hours’ exposure is held to be enough. 


At the end of this time the house is to be 


thoroughly aired and sunned. Later 
everything is to be scrubbed, 

As a disinfectant for clothes and secre- 
tions a 5S per cent freshly made solution 


of on of iime or 5 per cent carbolic 


acid, or 2 per cent lysol is recommended. 
Boiling water is the best of antiseptics.

Children from infected houses are not 
allowed to go to school except that they 
have a permit from the health depart- 
ment. The department does not advocate 
closing the schools asa means of stopping 
an epidemic. 

The department advocates the use of an- 
titoxin as a cure for diphtheria. To be 
most effective a large dose must be given 
early in the course of the disease. 

Where there are several members of 
the family in which there is a case of diph- 
theria the probability is that several mem- 


‘bers of the family have been freely ex- 


posed to the disease; ,have used the same 
cpus before they knew what alled the gick 
one. When an Inspector goes into a home 
he makes a culture from the throat of 
every person who has been exposed. If 
the cultures show bacilli in the throats 
of any of these the persona are called car- 
riers, The carriers are to be confined in 
the house until the quarantine has been 
lifted.

SCARLET FEVER—Scariet fever, scar~ 
latina, and Duke's disease are all scariet 
fever. Some cases of scariet fever are so 
mild that the family is certain the disease 
must be something else. One of these 
imaginary diseases is scariatina; another 
is Duke’s disease; another is third fever. 

More important still are the mild sore 
throats with slight fever and noeruption, 
which it never occurs to the mother to 
think of as scarlet fever, except when 
scarlet fever is already in the house. Un- 
fortunately, severe scarlet fever can be 
caught from these mild cases, 

Nothing is more frequent than for one 
or two children in a family to have scar- 
latina and the remaining members to have 
violent scarlet fever. Scores of times I 
have traced epidemics of scarlet fever tn 
schoolrooms to children who had not been 
sick enough to be out of school more 
than one or two days. 


> 
Scariet fever is spread by the secretion 
of the nose and throat. The department 


thinks it is also spread “ probably by 


scaling from the skin im the earlier 
stages.” As there is no great amoupt of 


acaling from the skin In the earlier stages, 


this is merely the department's way of 
saying that the spread is by nose and 
throat secretions. 

“ To prevent catching scarlet fever per- 


sons must keep entirely away from a per- 
son with the disease or from any person 
or thing which has become infected by 
contact or otherwise with a scarlet fever 
patient.”

Cook county provides a hospital for the 
care of scarlet fever. The death rate 
from this disease in the hospital is less 
than among cases taken care of at home. 
A mother increases the chance of her child 
to recover by sending the little one to 
the hospital. But if she wants to keep 
her child at home she is allowed to do so, 
provided she does not endanger other 
people. 

To prevent other people from being en- 
Gangered quarantine is established. 
Warning cards are placed upon the en- 
trances. The one on the front door is 
intended to warn and algo to inetruct the 
people who naturally would come to that 
door. The rear door card carries instruc- 
tion to milkmen and food furnishers, 
since the custom is for them to go to the 
back door. 

Most people take the time to read what 
is printed on a conspicuously displayed 
Public notice, 

Some ten years ago a Chicago milk dri- 
ver failed to read the notice and in con- 
sequence he caught smallpox. This was 
one case, I am sure that every year a 
moderate number of milk crivers and gro- 
cery boys contract contagion because they 
fail to read what is printed on the plac- 
ards. 
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When a case of scariet fever is to be 


cared for in a home, the sickroom and its | 


washing and toilet facilities must be shut 


off from the portions of the house used by 


other members of the family. No one is 
to go into or out of the sickroom except 
the attendants, and they can only pass 
in or out under limitations. The other 


' members of the family may come and go 


as they please, provided they keep entire- 
ly away from thesickroom and everybody : 
and everything connected with it. 

The attendant cannot go out of the sick- 
room even for an airing, except by special 
permit from the department. Before go- 
Ing out she must wash her face and hands, 
first in soap and water and then in a disin- 
fectant, and change her outer garments. 
While out she must keep away from pub- 
lic conveyances,. public meeting places, 
and stores, 

Food, dishes, linen, and other household 
materials must be disinfected by heat or 
by chemicals before they are sent away | 
from the sickroom, 

oe 

As the cause of scarlet fever has not 
ves discovered, there is a good deal of 
guess work as to when the quarantine | 
should be terminated. The Chicago rule 
is that the quarantine is not to be termi- 
nated until the ecaling has stopped, the 
discharges from the nose, ears, and glands 
have stopped, and the throat and tonsils 
appear normal. 

If, at the end of five weeks the nose, 
throat, and ears are not discharging and 
appear normal, the quarantine may be 
terminated. Even should thete appear to 
become normal [np leas than five weeks, the 
quarantine is not shortened. On the other 
hand, if at the end of five weeks they are 
not normal, the quarantine is not termi- 
nated. 

The case ig not discharged until digin- 
fection has been done or the health de- 
partment inspector pronounces the case 
ready for disinfection. oa 

—~- 


In spite of all these precautions some 
cases are contracied from convalescents 
who are infectioum at the end of six 
weeks or more. On the other band, some: 
cases cease to be infectious in two or 
three weeks. As there is no accurate 
way of passing on these cases on the:r 
merits, it is necessary to adopt the above 
arbitrary rules. 

The method of disinfection is the same 
as after diphtheria. The free use of soap. 
boiling water, and 5 per cent solution of 
chioride of lime and 5 per cent carbolic 
acid is recommended. 

Children from infected houses are not 
allowed to reénter school except upon 
presentation of a certificate from the 
health department. The Chicago health 
department does not recommend that

MEASLES.—The measles eruption does 
not appear until the “cold” has lasted 
four days. The measies ‘' cold" usually 
differs a little from the ordinary cold. 
The eyes weep more, the eyeballs are 
redder, the nose runs more, there is more 
sneezing, and the cough is “ barkier,” 
If measles is around the school teacher 
can guess measies when the child has a 
measies “ cold,” 

The measles “cold” is very catching. 
After the eruption is out the disease is 
not very catching. Some say it is not 
catching et all. The Chicago rule is that 
it le not catching after fever has been 
gone one day. 

The measies quarantine lasts two weeks 
unless somebody tries to stop it in less 
time. When the health department has 
been convinced that the eruption is out, 
that the fever has been off for one day. 
and that nobody else in the house ts lia- 
ble to get the disease, it releases the 
quarantine at the end of a week or tven 
less. 

After measles the house should be 
cleaned, dried, and sunned, but no dis- 
infection is done. 

Children who have had measies com- 
ing from homes where there is measies 
are allowed to remain in school. They 
must bring certificates. When an epi- 
demic is on teachers who have not had 
measles must discontinue teaching.

Wemay well un- 
derstand contemporaries believing in those causes, and in-a countless endless 
number more, the multiplicity of which is due to the infinite variety of men's 
views. , But to us of a later generation contemplating in all its vastness the 
esiandity of the accomplished fact, and seeking to penetrate its simple and 
fearfal significance, those explanations must°appear insufficient. To us it is 
inconceivable that millions of Christian men should have killed and tortured 
each other because Napoleon was ambitious, Alexander firm, Dnglish policy 
crafty, and the Duke of Oldenburg hardly treated.

In all these organizings of the army we were unti) lately the leaders of the 
other nations. Only recently has the over straining of military strength in 
the neighboring states become so great that Germany sees herself compelled 
likewise, and this time in imitation of the foreign countries, to go still further. 
There is a last limit provided by the nature of things, and here the immense 
physical strength of the Germanic race will itself look to it, that we always 
retain a considerable advantage over the less prolific nations. The Frenon 
have comme close to their extreme limit; the Germans have in this respect « 
much greater margin. 
You must realize clearly once more how these new formations of the army 
affect the waging of war. On the whole the tendency of the system is a 
peaceful one. A whole nation in arms is dragged out of its social employ- 
ments into a frivolous war with much more difficulty than a conscript army. 
Wars become fewer and shorter, but at the same time also bloodier. The de- 
sire to get home again will give a strong impulse forwards. The frame of 
mind of the Prussian soldiers in the summer of 1866, which expressed itself 
in the wish: “Let us push on quickly to the Danube, so that we can get home 
soon again,” is to be looked upon as the normal wish of a brave and at the 
same time peacefully inclined national army. That bold method of making 
war, which seeks as a matter of principle to thrust into the enemy’s heart, is 
nowadays taken as se)f-evident. We may say that with such a national army, 
when the nation looks back upon a glorious history, néthing is really im- 
possible; the experiences of our two last wars, especially the battles of 
Koniggrits and Mars-la-Tour, have proved that. We saw in the battle of 
Sadowa that fourteen Prussian battalions held their ground against perhats 
forty-two Austrian, and the French war showed us a whole series of decisive 
battles fought with reversed front, the loss of which would have driven us 
back into the heart of the enemy’s country. The task of sparing an army 
recedes quite into the background, tn the case of a modern national army, as 
compared with the greater and more peremptory task of destroying the enemy. 
The danger of desertion does not come into consideration here at all; the army 
can be quartered everywhere. 
I shall point out shortly that the fleet is beginning today to gain increased 
importance, not espectally for European war—no one believes any longer that 
a fight between great powers can be decided nowadays by naval battles—but 
rather for the protection of trade and of colonies. The domination of the 
transatlantic countries will be now the first task of European battle fleets. 
For, as the alm of human culture will be the aristocracy of the white race 
over the whole earth, the importance of a nation wil) ultimately depend upon 
what share it has in t domination of the transatlantic world. Therefore 
the importance of the fleet has again grown greater in our days.

The Administration of the Law.

cago market. William H. Firke, the 
Piatt county “ goose king,” eclipsed all 
previous records this fall. He had 20,000 
of the birds upon his farm, the largest 
collection of geese in the world. The din 
of the squawking horde is deafening. 
Visitors come for miles to witness the 
extraordinary sight. 

Mr. Firke has the assistance of 
sons. One, Ralph Firke, has charge of 
the shipments and alwaye accompanies 
the carload lots to the market. The sec- 
ond son, Frank, looks after the buying. 
He ‘travels over Kentucky, Tennessee, 
(and other southern states and buys the 
geese half grown. 

The birds are shipped north by the car- 
load, fed ail the corn that they can eat, 
and in a few weeks they double in weight 
and are ready for market. The 
who is also a banker and farmer, looks 
after the goose pens while the boys are 
away. He has found after a series of 
experiments that corn |s the best food for 
fattening. The fowl are given abund- 
ance of clean water and unlimited supply 
of shelled corn. Especial attention is 
also given to the birds during stormy 
weather. Pens with carefully designed 
shelters protect the feathered tribe dur- 
ing the night or during rain or snow 
etorms and few die.

jured birds. Geese are naturally hardy, 
in marked contrast to the delicate tur- 
key. Turkeys are difficult to raise and | 
quickly succumb to exposure, During 
the shipments from the south it frequent- 
ly happens a few birds are damaged by 
overcrowding, rough handling of cars, or 
by other causes.

STAR INFIELDER 


Signs Bromwich of Davenport 
as His First Office! Act 
with the Sox. 


Dubuque, Ia., Dec. 19.~—[Special.]—One 
of the first official acts to be performed 
by Clarence H. Rowland, new manager 
of the Chicago White Sox, was the pur- | 
chase of Al Bromwich, the leading third 
baseman of the Three Eyes league, from 
the Davenport club. Negotiations for the 
player had been on for several weeks, 
but the deal was not closed until Thurs- 
day afternoon, after the official announce- 
ment had been made that Rowland was 
to have charge of Comiskey’s club in 
1915. The price paid for Bromwkh was 
not made public. 

The new Sox third baseman probably 
possesses a record thatis unrivaled in the 
history of baseball. During his five years 
of professional service Bromwich has 
not missed a single s¢heduled game. 
During the season of 1913 he suffered for 
several weeks with a painful charicy 
horse, but he still refused to leave his | 
post. He has been orie of the most faith-. 
ful toilers the Three Eyes league has’ 
ever known, and it is probable that no: 
other player in any league can produce.

HIS jacket and cap combination 
may be madg up in white and green, 
white .and red, or any two colors 
preferred by the worker. For the 
jacket thirteen skeins of the light 
coler and eleven skeins of the darker 
color are required. One pair of fifteen 
inch knitting needles,,seven pearl but- 


tons, and one six inch crochet hook are - 
used.

This coat is knitted in the plain stitch. 
It is best to begin on the left side front 
end work the garment lengthwise. Cast 
on 140 stitches with white yarn.

Two rows make 
one rib. Knit tweive ribs. Bind off at 


neck thirty-six st'tches and then start 


where you are with the colored and add 
thirty-six stitches.

Knit five ribs in the green, that will

Bind off from shoulder thirty stitches 


and then decrease one stitch for each rib 


eight times. Knit n'ne ribs. 

Increase one stitch for each rib e'ght 
times. Add twenty-six stitches to shoul- 
der. Knit two stripes, then increase on 
Shoulder one stitch for every other rib 
eeven times. 

Fin'sh the green stripe, knit one stripe 
in white, one in green, and that one ig the 
center stripe in back. Make one. white 
Stripe, then start decreasing for the other 
shoulder on third rib of the next green 
stripe. : 

Make the other half of garment to cor- 
respond. 

Make five butonholesthreeinchesapart 
in center of broad stripe on front edge. 
Put first buttonhole seven inches down 
from end of stripe. 

Buttonhole—Bind off four stitches, then 
add four stitches and repeat knitting. 

Sleeve—Start sleeve with two ribs in 
white, then repeat the strimes. Cast on 
thirty-five stitches. Knit one rib. Add 
four stitches for each rib, ten times, then 
add fifteen stitches. 4 

At armhole increase on sleeve from 
start, one stiten for every other rib, five 
times, then one stitch for every rib, twelve 


- times (107 stitches, length of skeve).

; course, is the most important con- 
sideration; after that, the table, the win- 
déws, the walls, etc. Children asa rule 
like a tree so placed that can go around ft. 
that is to say, in the center of the room, 
but where the room contains a large 
mirror it is more effective placed close up 
to the mirror. 

in nine cases out of tena splendid part 
of the decorative effect of the tree ar- 
rangement is overlooked, through lack 
of attention to the base. A tree that is 
placed in a large decorative urn or a big 
brase jardiniere, or even a painted wood- 
en box or tub, has a distinction that one 
simply based on the ordinary stand quite 
facke. Another thing about “ planting ” 
the tree in this way is that it lasts much 
bonger, because the earth about it may be 

watered, and this will keep the needles 
from Grying and falling as — as 
they would dry and fall otherwise. 

It ls always a wise precaution to make 
a square of green denim about the size 
of a sheet to apread under the Christ- 
mas tree, This can be lifted, to shake 
back towards the center whatever 
needies fali on it, and it will save 
the rugs from the inevitable pieces of 


- candy, nuts, and so on, that children 


usually stamp into the floor covering, 
Them, too, it adds to the general color 
echeme. 

Tn this day of electric lights few people 
are using candles. The wiring of minia- 
ture electric bulbs is easily accomplished, 


is safer and more effective because of 


the variety allowable in little light cover- 
ings. The lights may be thrust into all 
manner of little decorations. Candles 
indeed, in spite of the fact that they are 
symbolic of Christmas, seem to ‘be on the 
wane as Christmas ornaments. Even the 
Yule candle can hardly be expected to be 
made popular again. 

A simple method of decorating through- 


out is to tie bunches of holly to all of the 


electric lights. The arrangement of 
wreaths in the windows is ene with which 
every one is familiar. One room planned 
with a good idea of restraint in decoration 
is to have a single iarge wreath in the 
center window and two bay trees at the 
pide windows. | 

Many beautiful floral decorations have 


ceme from abroad this year. They are. 


‘made up of immortelles arranged in bold 
massing of color into window boxes, pots, 


y and ferneries, and they have about them 


a certain sort of peasant gayety that 
makes them suitable for gala occasions. 
They have the advantage of lasting, and 
are not tiresome if they are fot too con- 
stantly in evidence. . 

Great big wreaths are easily made anti 
are much more effective than small ones. 
They can be based on wooden hoops. 
Take an ordinary wooden hoop such as 
the children use to play hoop with, place 
a sprig of holly on it,.and wind some flor- 
ist’s wire around it, another sprig just 
below this, and continue winding the flor- 
ist’s wire around successive sprigs until 
the wreath is formed: Wreaths of this 
kind can be used in a variety of ways. 

For example, an original scheme would 
be to have such a huge wreath suspended 
over the dining room table, encircling the 
center lights. The wreath could be at- 


tached by wires to the electric light fix- 


ture et the ceiling and the wires covered 
with ribbons. It would be an attractive 
suspend little red tissue paper 


| Or narrow dangling ribbons. Ata 
nal the guests and family to- 
pull these little ribbon ends, break- 
ing the bags, out of which would dropa 
cloud of confetti and petri y tiem ta 
favor or little gift. 

Strings of popcorn and sitions of cran- 
berries may be mingled with tree or table 
décorations, and the stringing of these 
id Something that the children like to do, 
and that will keep them busy and out 
of the way conveniently. 

It is wonderful how few people cling to 
rdligious traditions in decorating the 
Christmas tree. Christmas seems to have 
become a feast of Santa Claus rather 
than a feast of Christ. The height of 
the tree is decorated no longer with a 
star, but a figure of St. Nick. How many 
people have the holy family represented 
at all during the season? 

One devout young mother whom I k 
makes this the chief decoration of her 
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tree. It is gone in this bay.|' te ar- 
ranges a painted box as a niche for the 
holy family. Inside of this box iva little 
stable, open in front, with the holy family. 
the mother, the infant, St. Joseph, the ox, 
and the asa, disposed in it. Scattered 
about are little artificial trees, with the 
shepherd and the sheep, camels, eto. 

among them. Slanted from the top out- 
side edge of the box down towarde its 
floor at the back is the sky, made of deep 
blue velveteen. This is powdered with 
flour to represent clouds, and over its 
surface are pasted a number of little gold 
stars such as are used for tally cards. 
One star shaped piece is cut out of the 
velvet, yellow tissue paper is pasted over 
the back of this, and behind it all is ar- 
ranged an electric light, so that it shows 
through the one largest star, the Star of 
Bethlehem. 

Some of the little Christmas trees de- 
vised by the French for table ornaments 
are certainly droll. Many of them are 
really natural miniature trees bought of 
‘the florist and’ clipped into shape. One 
little artificial tree is capped with a full 
skirted figure. The skirt forms a emal! 
round lamp shade. From this hang 
strings of pearls and rhinestones such as 
may be had by the yard for dress trim- 
ming. They hang looped about the tree 
and. are twisted in a rope arrangement 
at its base. Gifts in small packages ar- 
ranged in a circle around the tree are 
tied with red ribbons, and the ends of the 
ribbons are drawn up to the tree top, con- 
verging uncer the lady's petticoat lamp 
shade, where they are loosely caught. A 
single electric light is arranged under the 
shade. | 

Another unique made-up tree is built on 
a single greet big candle and stick. Three 
round pieces of pasteboard have holes cut 
in their centers and the candle is forced 
through these holes. The bottom paste- 
board is the largest, the others are suc- 
cessively smaller. Candle clips keep the 
pancake shaped pieces in place and allow 
of their being lowered as the candle burns 
down. The pasteboards are strewn with 
moss and have tiny birthday candes and 
holders stuck in around their outer edge. 
Favors are disposed about the we candle 
base. | 

Wreaths made entirely of poinsettias 
are comparatively new and dashing in 
color. Other Christmas greens are too 
well known to require description. Every 
one knows the graceful beauty of the long, 
slender palm leaves, the charm of the 
holly, the festoons of evergreen, the hem- 
lock, the long simple branches of pine set 
in vases, and not many will need remind- 
ing to tie a bunch of mistletoe to the lan- 
tern light in the front hall..

peper. lt grows ‘black almost as soon 
as cut, therefore it must be prepared as 
followe: Cut off.the leaves, and if they 


_ are fresh and green save them, as they 


are nice for salad or to eat with salt. 
Scrape the root from the crown down 
and when it is.clean commence to slice 
from the small end, dropping the slices in 
water acidulated with lemon juice. Do 
. mot waste the crown, which you can peel 
if it is too ridgy to scrape. Put on to 
cook in boiling salted water if for soup. 

If for vegetable you can use acidulat- 
ed water to keep it white. Boil gently 
about three-fourths of an hour 680: 
that not all the water will boil 
away. One bunch of salsify slices 
will make about two cups and a half. 

Cook this amount in four cups of salted 
water and add a pint of milk and a small 
piece of butter. Before adding the milk 
take out a few of the slices and butter 
them, and finally add to soup. They sug- 
gest oyster. ‘Put the rest, cooked up 
with the milk, through a sieve and serve 
in cups in which you have dropped a 
little plece of butter and perhaps 
a tablespoon of cream.

NLY the girl or boy who hag been 
a junior member of a large fam- 
ily knows how intense is hatred 


of “makeovers.” ‘The reason of 
this is that mothers save them- 


gelves trouble and the children pay the 


penalty in misfit, often gretesque clothes. 

I heard a mother not long ago ‘say, 
“T’ve had to punish Nettie for her van- 
ity in refusing to wear the nice dress 
given her by her cousin. It is good aa 
new and far better material than I could 
afford to buy.” 

The next day when I saw pitiful lit- 
tle Nettie trudging off to school with 
gwollen eyes and a look of utter woe 


over her “ nice dress,” I was rash enough - 


to go to that mother and give her “a 
piece of my mind.” It took me two 
hours to convince the mother that her 
child was not “ vain,”’ because she real- 
ized that the hand me down dress made 
her a caricature. 

Then we went to work on the offend- 
ing garment, which was really too good 
to throw away. We ripped a hideous 
polka dot trimming, dyed the material 
a becoming color, cut the dréss down to 
fit, added detachable white pique cuffs 
and collars, and a black patent leather 


-belt. For exactly 35 cents, the cost of 


the belt and package of dye, Nettie had 
a dress which she declared was “ too 
jovely for anything.” 

The cynic says there ts no srattints 
in the world. Whenever I’m tempted to 
doubt, I think of that child’s hug and 
ecstatic whisper, “‘ Thank you for not 
thinking me vain because I hated to be 
go ugly in Cousin Sally’s dress! ’’ ? 

Today ,I want to talk to mothers on 
makeovers that are worth while. 

Be sure the material is in good condi- 
tion. Often when-cutting down a dress 
thin places can be eliminated. If not 
allow the child to wear the gown for 
play until it gets too disreputable, then 
cut off the buttons and any unworn 
trimming and file it away for future 
use. The good parts of the frock can 
be turned into dusters, laundry bags, or 
iron holders, or cut into long narrow 
strips for weaving later into rag rugs. 
Before going further let me say that 
the skillful makerover is systematic. 
She has materials, trimmings, buttons, 
tapes, embrdidery d-~igns, patterns, and 
copyable models ot clothes carefully 
stored in boxes or stout envelopes and 
plainly marked ready for instant use. 
A special box or bureau drawer in your 
sewing room should be dedicated to re- 
modeling. 

Have a small book with all the family 
measurements in it. It will save you 
many a delay when Janie or Bobby is at 
schoo] and you are not sure of the length 
of her dresses or just how much the boy's 
chest has developed since the last blouse 
was made. 

What materials are worth making 
over? Almost all white goods will look 
well until worn into holes; so will serges, 
challis, cotton crépes, and most of-the 
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Dress for little girl between the 
ages of 5 and 12. It is prettily 
made by the combining of plaid 
and plain material. 


silk and wool mixtures and linens, If 
they have faded, even the cotton or linen 
goods, they can easily be dipped at home 
by following directions for good dyes. 
Many a dress that will not repay being 
sent to a professional dyer can be made 
to look like new by the mother. 

Silks, especially taffetas, rarely repay 
much work put upon them in making 
over, as they cut when least expected. 
China silk and crépe dé chine. are tha 
exception, as they both aye and launder 
admirably. 

Instead of using for pm the satins, 
meteors, and other silks which are apt 
to look shiny when dyed, turn them into 
slips, petticoats, and short negligees

To all such prayers to be shielded from 
that terrible thing, the truth, I must 
reply that history consists mainly of 
recrimination, and that I am writing 
history because an accurate knowledge 
of what hae occurred is not only indis- 
peneable to any sort of reasonable be- 
havior on our part in the face of Hurope 
when the inevitable day of settlement 
comes, but because it has a practical 
bearing on the most perilously urgent and 
fmmediate business before us: the busi- 
neas of the appeal to the netion for re- 
cruits end for enormous sums of money.

This correct official position can be 
fonnd only by considering ‘what Ger- 
many should have done, and might have 
done had she not been, like our own 


Napoleon tried it 100 years ago. He 
was more rous, béecatise he had 
prodigious personal ability and technical 
military skill, and he started with the 
megnificent credential of the French 


junkers, so fascinated by the militariet~revolution. All that carried him farther 


and obsessed by the chronic mili- 
tarist panic, that she was “in too great 
burry to bid the devil good morning.” 
The matter is simple enough: she should 
have intrusted the security of her wést- 
ern frontier to the public opinion of the 
west of Europe and to America, and 
fought Russia, if attacked, with her rear. 
not otherwise defended. . 

The militarist theory is that we, France 


oti t- and England, would have immediately 


sprung at her from behind; but that is 
just how the militarist theory gets its 
votaries into trouble by assuming that 
Europe is a chess board. Europe is not 
a chess board, but a populous continent 
in which only a very few people are en- 
gaged in military chess; and even those 
few have many other things to consider 
besides capturing their adversary’s king. 
Not only would it have been impossible 
for England to have attacked Germany 


under such circumstances; but if France 


had done so England could not bave as- 
sisted her, and might even have been 
compelled by public opinion to inter- 
vene by way of a joint protest from Eng- 
land and America, or even by arms, on 
her behalf if she were murderonsly 
pressed on both flanks. : 

Even our militarists and diplomatists 
would have had reasons for such an in- 
tervention. An aggressive Franeo-Rus- 
sian hegemony, if it crushed Germany, 
would be quite as disagreeable to us as 
a German one. Thus Germany would 
at worst have: been fighting Russia and 
France with the sympathy of all the other 
powers, and a chance of active assist- 
ance from some of them, especially those 
who share her hostility to the Russian 
government. 7 / 

Had France not attacked her—and 
though I am as ignorant of the terms 
of the Franco-Russian alliance as Sir 
Edwam Grey is strangely content to be, 
I cannot see how the French govern- 
ment could have justified to its own peo- 
ple a fearfully dangerous attack on Ger- 
many had Russia been the aggressor— 
Germany would have secured fair play 
for her fight with Russia. But even the 


_ fight with Russia was not inevitable. 


The ultimatum to Servia was the esca- 
pade of a dotard: a worse crime than 
the assagsination that provoked it. 

There is no reason to doubt the con- 
clusion in Sir Maurice de Bunsen’s dis- 
patch (No, 161) that it could have been 
got over, and that Russia and Austria 
would have thought better of fighting 
and come to terms. Peace was really 
on the cards, and the sane game was

THE ACHILLES HEEL OF

Instead, Germany flew at France's 
throat, and by incidentally invading Bel- 
gium gave us the excuse our militarists 
wanted to attack her with the full sym- 
pathy of the nation.

counsels of Gen. von Bernhardi. On 
the contrary, he had warned her express- 
ly against allowing herself to be caught 
between Russia and a Franco-British 
combination until she had formed a coun- 
terbalancing alliance with America, 
Italy, and Turkey. And he had most 
certainly not encouraged her to depend 
on England sparing her: on the contrary, 


he could not sufficiently admire the wily: 


ruthlessness with which England 
watches her opportunity and springs at 
her foe when the foe ie down. (He little 
knew, poor man, how much he was figt- 


tering our capecity for Realpolitik) But 


be had reckoned without his creed’s 
fatal and fundamental weakness, which

Now comes the question, in what posi- 
tion did this result of a mad theory and 
a hopelessly incompetent application of 
it on the part of Potedam place our own 
government? ‘ 

It left us quite clearly in the posi- 
tion of the responsible policeman of the 
west. There was nobody else in Europe 
strong enough to chain “the mad dog,” 
Belgium .and Holland, Norway ahd 
Sweden, Denmark and Switzerland 
could hardly have been expected to take 
that duty on themselves, even if Nor- 
way and Sweden bad not good reason 
to be anti-Russian, and the Dutch capi- 
talists were not half convinced that their 


commercial prosperity weuld be greater 


under German than under native rule. 

It will not be contended that Spain 
could have done anything; and as to 
Italy, it was doubtfal«whether she did 
not consider herself still a member of 
the triple alliance. It was evidently 
England or nobody. For England to 
have refrained from hurling herself into 
the fray, horse, foot, and artillery, was 
impossible from every point of view. 
From the democratic point of view it 
would have meant an acceptance of the 
pretension of which Potsdam, by attack- 
ing the French republic, had made -it- 
self the champion: that is, the preten- 
sion of the junker class to dispose of the 
world on militarist lines at the expense 
of the lives and limbs of the masses. 
From the international Socialist point 
of view, it would have been the ac- 
ceptance of the extreme nationalist view 
that the peeple of other countries are 
foreigners, and that it does not concern 
us if they choose to cut one anothers 
throats. . | 

Our militarist junkers cried “If we 
let Germany cvnquer France it will be 
our turn next.” Our romantic junkers 
added “and serve us right, too; what 
man will pity us when the hour strikes 
for us, if we skulk now?” : 

Even the wise, who loathe war and re- 
gard it as such a dishonor and disgrace 
in itself that all its laurels cannot hide 
its brand of Cain, had to admit that 
police duty is necessary and that war 
must be made on such war as the Ger- 


mans had made by attacking France 


in an avowed attempt f substitute a 
hegemony of cannon for the comity of 
nations. There was no alternative, Had 
the foreign office been the International 
Socialist bureau, had Sir Edward Grey 
been Jaures, had Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald been prime minister, had Russia 
been Germany’s ally instead of ours, the 
result would: still have been the same: 
we must have drawn the sword .to save 
Frauce and smash Potedam as we 
smashed and always must smash Philip, 
Louis, Napoleon, et hoc genus omne. — 
The case for our action is thus as com- 
plete as any casus belli is ever likely to 
be. In fact, its double character as both 
a democratic and military (if not mili- 
tarist) case makes it too complete; for 
it enables our jobkers to claim it entirely 
for themselves, and to fake it with pseu- 
do-legal justifications which destroy 
nine-tenths of our credit, the military and 
legal canes being hardly os tenth of the 
whole: indeed, they would not by 
selves justify the slaughter of « 
Pémeranian grenadier. Yor instance, 
take the militarist view that we must 
fight Potedam because if the kalser is 
victorious, it will be our tara next! Well;

- Carbon in a cylinder causes pre-ignition, 
because of the fact that it becomes hot 
‘ané retains a giow, firing the gas before 
the proper time, and thereby causing not 
‘only @ knock but damage to the bearings 
and heating as well. Where 
causes pre-ignition it is necessary to re- 
‘tard the spark, and in doing this the 
late ignition will cause overheating, 
waste of fuel, and loss of power. 

Even a_frequent application of kero- 
gene.to the cylinders will make a ma- 

terial difference in the nice running quali- 
ties of @ motor, but it is only a tempo- 
rary relief, for the carbon will not be 
removed by the application of kerosene, 
To have a repairman remove the carbon 
from a set of four cylinders is a small 
matter, both as to time and cost; in fact, 
Many are prepared to do a “ while you 
wait” job afid the cost is small. 

Most well regulated repair shops are 
-mow-equipped with oxygen outfits, and as 
“the work requires but little time the price 
for the service is gradually being low- 
ered through competition. But many mo- 
toriste in the country districts are not so 
handy to a repair shop as to be able to 
avail themselves of its accommodationin 
4Ris matter when it is found necessary 
4o.Temove the carbon. As a result of 
the success of the method the market 
is every now and then given something 
for use by the owner, and in a number 
of instances mechanically inclined mo- 
toriste have rigged up outfits for their 
“own use.

Was essential that his approach be 
sounded to the pedestrian; as a rule the 
button is not quite where the hand finds 
its way to the side of the car.

It is 
arranged in ring form and attached to the 
steering columns under the wheel so that 
the finger of either hand is always with- 
in reach of the ring.
